Incentives

» Permanent Incentive to upgrade leasehold

improvements (including energy efficiency) ...

» Energy Efficiency/Technology Tax Credits
. Up to $1000 credit for Fuel Cells

. Up to $2.25 per sq. ft. deduction for
efficient building costs
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= Policy Outlook

» Both the House and Senate have passed
energy bills with enerqgy efficiency
